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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5, 8, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Aikawa et al. (US 20030201941). 

Aikawa (e.g. Figs. 2A-6) teaches an antenna including: resonant slots (4a, 4b) in 
a top conductive layer; the slots intersect so as to have four slots meeting at the 
intersecting point; ring opening antennas (1) (i.e. resonant elements) are coupled 
through a substrate (i.e. capacitively) to the slot ends by means of couplings (5, i.e. 
another adjacent conductive layer, see Fig. 2B) and inherently the couplings have 
inductance since they are strip conductors (Claims 1 , 2, 4, ), inherently the device would 
have an input/output to provide a means for inputting or outputting a signal to the device 
such that it is useful (Claim 8); a resonator is the simplest form of a filter (Claims, 5 11); 
and inherently the device would function the same as present claim 3, especially since it 
is the same structure as the present claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-7, 9-10, and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
